Tafelmusik Baroque Orchestra, led by Music 
Director Jeanne Lamon and founded in 1979 by 
Kenneth Solway and Susan Graves, is one of the 
world's leading period performance ensembles. All 
members of the orchestra are specialists in historical 
performance practice, and their collaboration results 
in a delightful transparency, vitality and richness of 
sound. Tafelmusik is the Baroque Orchestra-in- 
Residence at the Faculty of Music, University of Toronto. Tafelmusik performs over 65 
concerts a year at home in Toronto, tours extensively around the world, has released 76 
CDs and has received nine JUNO Awards. Their recently released recording, Beethoven 
Symphonies Nos. 7 & 8 (Analekta) has been nominated for a 2009 JUNO Award in the cate¬ 
gory of "Classical Album of the Year: Large Ensemble." This season, Tafelmusik em¬ 
barked on seven tours, and celebrated its Carnegie Hall debut in February, 2009. 



Music Director of Tafelmusik since 1981, violinist Jeanne 
Lamon has been praised by critics in Europe and North America 
for her strong musical leadership. She has won numerous awards 
for her work with Tafelmusik, including the Prix Alliance from 
the Alliance Frangaise, the 1997 M. Joan Chalmers Award for Ar¬ 
tistic Direction, and the prestigious Molson Prize from the Canada 
Council for the Arts.

Jeanne Lamon holds two honorary Doctorates, one from York 
University and one from Mount Saint Vincent University in Halifax. She is passionate 
about teaching young professionals, which she does at the University of Toronto and at the 
Glenn Gould Professional School of the Royal Conservatory of Music.
